COOKING PEAS AND CARROTS 

Many Ways of Preparation to Suit the 

Individual Taste — Peas Served 
In Turnip Shells. 

One way of preparing peas, and for 
my own taste there is none better: 
Blend together two tablespoonfuls of 
butter and one tablespoonful of flour, 
one-half teaspoonful of Balt and a little 
pepper, for each pint of peas. When 
the peas are soft stir this into the 
peas and cook five minutes. In pre- 
paring them in that way all the flavor 
and nutritive value of the pens are ro- 
’ talned. Use care that there is not too 
much water; there should be only 
enough to cook the peas in, which is 

• scarcely enough to cover them. 

To Cook Young Carrots. — Wash and

' one-hulf inch pieces. Boil twenty min* 
l utes or until soft In just enough water 
j Lo cover. They are very nice prepared

> pint of carrots.

During the Days of Witchcraft Un- 
fortunates Were Brought Into 
Court to Be Condemned, 

When the witchcraft delusion of 
16D2 raized the province the people 
would not wait for the workings of 
the pBtnbllshpd trllmnnl of justice. It 
wa b too Blow to suit them. No doubt 
they feared that It would be ‘’reaction- 
ary" or inclined to be too respectful 
lo the letter of the Inw. So they 
cried out for n special court to hustle 
along the trlnl of the witches, and 
Governor Philips meekly yielded to 
the clamor nnd named seven judges 
lo conduct the trials. 

It wns distinctly a popular court, 
and was controlled absolutely by the 
popular will. Not a one of the seven 
Judges wns a lawyer. Two of the 
judges were clergymen, two were phy- 
sicians nnd three were merchants. 
The common law wns thrown nside, 
rulc3 of evidence were ignored, and 
the judges nnd juries were left un- 
trammcled by any “quibbles of the 
Inw” to follow their own feelings and 
the popular will. 

Says Washburn in his “Judicial His- 
tory of Massachusetts”: "The trials 
were but a form of executing popular 
vengeance. Juries were intimidated 
by the frowns and persuasions of the 
court nnd by the oiitbrenkings of the 
multitude that crowded the place of 
trial to render verdlcta against their 
own consciences nnd judgment." He 
cities one case, thnt of Rebecca Nurse, 
In which the jury actually had the cour- 
age to bring in a verdict of not guilty. 
Whereupon “the accusers raised a 
great outcry and the judges were 
overcome by the clamor." The jury 
wns sent back, returned with a ver- 
dict of guilty, nnd the woman was 
accordingly executed. Thus promptly 
nnd effectively did the popular will 
succeed In bringing about the judicial 
decision it wanted. — Boston Herald.

Two nnlmnls hilton by a canine 
running amuck through this city 
last wank, slnco which time both 
animals have died has hern the 
entitle for a rigid investigation on 
the pnrt of the Hoard of Health, but 
as yet no official notice Irom Hie 
Stnte authorities, an to the exact 
cause of death of the animals has 
been received. 

The presumably mad dog became 
known for the first time Inst Mon- 
day morning, when search was start- 
ed for the apprehension of the ani- 
mal, which has so far proved unsuc- 
cessful. The dog first made Its 
attack on a goat owned by Martin 
Hickey, which was tied out in his 
yard. 

The barking attracted the attention 
of Mrs. Hickey, who ran out and suc- 
ceeded In chasing the dog away. 
Nothing was thought of this occur- 
rence until the goat died and was 
buried. Later it became known that 
a dog In running through the Albe- 
marle Golf Club set upon a cow 
that v as grazing there, owned by 
Thomas Matthews, and bit It on the 
legs. 

The cow was suddenly taken sick 
and Mr. Matthews In giving it some 
medicine was scratched on the arm. 
The cow died afterwards and then it 
wbb surmised that the possible cause 
of death was rabies. The head wbb 
sent Into the State House for exami- 
nation and until the result of the 
examination is received In this city 
a close watch will be kept out for all 
dogs running around loose. The 
officials were unable to get a very 
good description of the dog, although 
it was reported to have been of good 
size and thought to have been brown. 
During the past three days Mr. Mat- 
thews has been undergoing the 
Past uer treatment In the office of 
Dr. F. M. Ixjwe, City Physician, until 
the notice ns to the correct cause of 
death has been received from the 
state officials.

In the new Wool worth building 5.60C 
feet of rable, containing 460 miles ot 
copper wire, will be placed, connect 
Ing with a distributing frame having 
a capacity of 4,000 lines.

In the tower 900 cable pairs will

The 
violets whisper in her ear of babbling 
brook and the song of birds, She 
sees her home — the tiny cottage, her 
mother’s Btnlle; her little brother, for 
whose sake she has left that simple 
happy life to live In the glare of Lon 
don society, where she must silently 
endure a thousand veiled Insults that 
only a dependent can understand 
When she turnB away a violet glistens 
in the feeble sunshine — a tear from 
a lonely, sympathetic heart lies, like 
a dewdrop, on the violet’s breast, 

AIL day long the vloletB pour out 
their fragrant life on the sullen air 
growing fainter, lading away as the 
day wears on. Hundreds hurry past 
Few allow themselves to catch the 
sweet thoughts that hover round the 
flowers; fewer still have time to stof 
and buy. The flower-girl knows noth 
lug of this magic fragrance. The 
scent of a tray full of fresh violet! 
brings back the picture of a cold 
bleak morning, a noisy market, the 
beginning of a burd day's work and 
vague, uneasy questionings prompt 
ed by pangs of hunger. Far dearer tc 
her heart than the fairest flower if 
the sight of a little heap of dirty cop 
pers. counted out on an empty tray. 

A fashionably-dressed couple etof 
before the flower-girl. The man of 
fers his companion a bunch of Eng 
11s h violets, but aB before, they art 
scornfully declined. 

"Parma violets look so well on fur; 
English violets are so common!” shf 
explains. 

The man puts the rejected bunch ol 
violets In his buttonhole, his thoughts 
leap back to a forsaken memory — th< 
street fades; the sound of traffic grow* 
less; lie answers his companion me 
c h uftlcul ly ; his thoughts are fai 
away. 

Violets, violets, nothing but violets! 
There at least in the cold solitude ot 
the wood that shy, most modest of flow 
ers was not afruld of being seen. Thf 
ground was carpeted with them, thf 
air wns filled with their fragrance. A 
girl sat on the stump of a tree, wilt 
violetB in her hands, in the basket 
at her Bide; violets profusely at het 
feet; violets, soft and dark, in bei 
eyes.

CIGAR BOXES OF CARDBOARD 


Cheap Material Now Used In Exact 
Imitation of the More Costly 
Spanish Cedar. 

There are now made cigar boxes of 
cardboard in such exnct imitation of 
Spanish cedar boxes that they might 
anywhere be tnkeg, for the real 
thlngB. 

Three layers of a cardboard special- 
ly made for the purpose are pressed 
together to produce a hoard of pre- 
cisely the right thickness, and then 
upon the outer side there Is printed, 
from nn engraved plate and with cor- 
rect coloring, a photographic reproduc- 
tion of a sheet of actual 8panlnh 
cedar; this reproduction showing the 
grain of the wood with all Its varia- 
tions and even the tiny little knots, if 
there are any. 

The bottom and tho sides for a card 
board box are cut out all In one piece, 
so that they require neither nailing 
nor sewing. The end pieces, cut out 
separately, are wire stitched In by 
machine, and then the cover Is put on, 
being hinged with the usual piece of 
muslin. 

These cardboard boxes made in Imi- 
tation of cedar are finished In regula- 
tion manner, paper lined and with the 
usual paper flap to cover the cigars. 
The outer edges are paper bound Id 
the usual fashion. In Its finished 
Btate the box contains one nail, the 
nail always found at the center of the 
front edge of the cigar box to hold 
the cover down. These boxes sell 
for about 30 per cent, less than boxes 
made of wood.

AS THE BURGLAR VIEWS IT 

National Board of Control Favcred by 
Mr. Velvet Plllowfeet, So Well 
and Widely Known. 

Mr. Velvet Plllowfeet, tho widely 
known burglar, returned from Europe 
yeRierdny on the Pelumphlc. When 
asked about the business situation he 
Bald : 

"'There Is no need for worry over 
the burglar business. In spite of the 
disturbance of recent months, under- 
lying conditions are sound and re- 
sources are plentiful. And yet, al- 
lhough I atn thoroughly optimistic, I 
want to sny that no noticeable re- 
vival of burglary can be looked for at 
once. So long as the authorities con- 
tinue their meddling, and so long as 
the people are willing to listen to in- 
flammatory agitators, our polldest 
burglars will not undertake new com- 
mitments. The public mind has been 
stirred up until they think burglars 
are much worse than they really are. 
It is actually coming to .the point In 
this country where a man who Is good 
to his family cannot turn a dishonest 
penny without having to undergo an- 
noying Investigations by congress and 
the police and muckrakers. 

"I do not deny, of course, that bur- 
glary should be regulated, nor do I ob 
ject to a modicum of government con 
trol, which might even go so far as to 
limit the amount which a duly li- 
censed burglar might make at any 
one haul, but I do think that bur- 
glary should be taken out of politics. 
For this purpose I favor the creation 
of a national burglary board, to be ap 
pointed by the president and com 
posed of leading respectable burglars.’ 


QUAINT NAMES GIVEN CLUBS 


London Institutions Seem to Have 
Been Designed for All Sorts 
of Queer People. 

The title “Cave of the Golden Calf 
bestowed on London’s first cabarel 
theater club, which opened Its door* 
recently, recalls other curiously named 
clubs which have flourished in this 
country at different times. 

For Instance, there was the "Calves 
Head club,’ founded In "ridicule oi 
the memory of Charles I.” 

“The Everlasting" was a purely so 
cinl club, with a membership of 10C 
souls. 

"The Little club" was a distinctly 
original Institution. It was Intended 
for those not five feet high. The door 
was made high enough to admit a 
mnn five feet and no more. 

There were, many others, eccentric 
in name and tradition, which flour- 
ished during the eighteenth century, 
such as "The Great Bottle club," the 
‘Je Ne Sals Quol club,” "The Sons 
of the Thames" and the "No Pay No 
Liquor club,” whose members on the 
first night of joining were obliged to 
pay an entrance fee of one shilling 
and wear n hat shaped like a quart 
pot.— London Tit-Bits. 


American Shopping. 

A New York letter in the Munich 
Gazette speaks of the pleasures ol 
shopping in the great cities of the 
United States, and lays particular 
stress on the "fairness" of the rules 
under which all stores seem to work. 
“It makes no difference," says the 
writer, "how unfamiliar one Is with 
the language and the currency — he 
has the same place in the line of 
patrons with the natives.

EDITORIAL 


The nomination of candidates for 
the senate and house of represen- 
tatives by the so called Progressive 
party In this district will create a 
Bltuation, which should command the 
gravest consideration by the voters 
of this city. While our usual large 
Republican majority in both sena- 
torial and representative districts haB 
always assured the election of the 
Republican candidates, the new 
alignment this fall, may result in 
the election of the Democratic candi- 
dates. 

I believe the interests of this city 
demand the election of the Repub- 
lican candidates both for the senate 
and the house. All of them are 
reputable men, all of them have seen 
legislative service and all of them 
are familiar with the needs and 
interests of the city and the district.

WHAT A VOTE FOR 
MR. TAFT MEANS 

An Analysis 01 The Presenl 
Situation By William J. 
Tucker LL. D. 

EX-PHESIDEnToF DARTMOUTH 


Says a Vote for President Taft la a 

Vote for Political Veracity — Also a 

Vote to Maintain the Independence 

of the Presidential Office. 

(Reprinted by permission from the Con- 

grega tionuliftt and Christian World 
of August 22.) 

Doubtless n good many Republicans, 
now that the political situation is de- 
fined, are proposing to vote for Mr. Wil- 
son— more, , lobiibly, than will eventual- 
ly mHt their vote for him. It will become 
increasingly evident, 1 think, ss the 
campaign advances that such a course 
would be an evasion; if, that is, one 
should vole for Mr. Wilson to escape the 
alternative of Mr. Taft or Mr. Roose- 
velt. The independent voter, who hut 
always been u large factor in the Repub- 
lican party, hits never hesitated thus 
far to assert his convictions in the most 
direct wuy possible. A vole to escape n 
dilemma is not a genuine exercise oi 
political independency. 

I offer no criticism of those who nro 
proposing lo vote for Mr. Wilson with 
a view to identifying themselves with 
the Democratic party, or of those who. 
without this definite intention, believe 
that it is for the best interests of the 
country that the Democratic party 
aliou la now be put in power. 1 
would not affirm that it iB not 
for the best interests of the 
country that the Democratic party 
should now return lo power. The re- 
public takes the fortune of political par- 
ties and on the whole prolits thereby. 
If the Democratic party returns to 
power through the popular acceptance ol 
its distinctive principles, or because of 
popular confidence in its candidates, the 
return will be imturu! und may be bene- 
ficial. If the Democratic party returns 
to power through the impatience or 
fears of a considerable number of Re- 
publicans the result may not be benefi- 
cial, and will not be lasting. 

My contention is with the intelligent 
and responsible voter in the Republican 
party who is disposed to evade the re- 
sponsibilities which have fallen upoi: him 
hy virtue of Ids party affiliations. It is I 
the wrong time, us I reckon times and 
s.-asons in politics, to throw off 1 party 
affiliations and responsibilities when the 
i j lies t ions nt issue within n given party 
are more vital thnn those which divide 
the parties. 

Roosevelt’s Personality and the Cam- 
paign. 

The injection of the personality ot , 
Mr. Roosevelt into the present political 
situation 1ms entirely changed its char-j 
actor. It has made it something other 
than a political situation. Mr. Rooae- 1 
volt is porhups the only man in the 
country who could have effected such a 
change by tho use of his personality. 
Ilis responsibility to the country lies ia 
the use of his personality, because 
therein lies his power rather than in the 
advocacy of well-defined political prin- j 
ciples. One never thinks of Mr. Roose- 1 
volt first, if at all, in any representative 
capacity, lie must, therefore, be judged 
politically by the use which lie makes ot 
his personality, by the manner of its use. 
if not the motive, by the personal enda' 
which he seeks to accomplish, and by 
tho personal methods through which hs 
strives to reach these ends. When tho j 
leaders of the Progressives in many of 
the states turned over tho movement to 
Mr. Roosevelt, or allowed him to come 
in and dominate it (it is not yet quite 
clear which was the actual fact), the 
whole issue was changed from Progrcs- 
siveness to ltooseveltism. The present 
party alignment, outside the reform 
purties, is simply according to Demo- 
cracy, Republicanism, ami Roosevelt ism. 

1 make a distinction between Mr. 
Roosevelt and Roosevelt ism. For Mr. 
Roosevelt at his best 1 have had very 
much udiniratiou and respect. I had 
regarded him as one or our most vulu-l 
able national assets, a iiinri to be ! 
counted upon for constant und vuried , 
service to the country, A third term 
hnd not seemed to me to have an impos- 
sible or an improper place in Ids future 
career. But for Mr. Roosevelt, com- 
mitted to, or merged into Hooscvoltism — 
that compound of personal egoism, polit- 
ical management, popular idolatry ami 
semi-religious enthusiasm — 1 liave mure 
distrust than respect. 

Tbe obsession of u great man with 
himself goes very far toward neutral- 
izing his greatness, for it betrays ami 
brings to light qualities which lire alto- 
gether lacking in greatness. One result 
of the recent self-betrayal of the weak- 
ness of Mr. Roosevelt has been to bring 
out the strength of Mr. Tuft; and tliii 
not only at tho points of contrast, but 
at the points where Mr. Roosevelt had 
been counted strong. The splendid 
courage of Mr. Taft under attack and 
revolt, ilis indomitable optimism, ids 
sturdy adherence to principles ami his 
ahsoluto straight forwardness are char- 
acteristics of which the country is be- 
ginning to be well apprised. Thuyi arc 
inakiig their impression. Mr. Taft muy 
lack the training und the varied accom- 
plishments of tlie political gladiator or 
“warrior," but not the red blood wliieh 
under provocation stirs him to do "all 
that may become a man." 

It is impossible to put aside tbe per- 
sonalities of the eumpaigu in view of the 
use wliieh Mr. Roosevelt has seen fit to 
ruuke of Ids personality. 1 will state, 
however, in general terms, so far as pos- 
sible, tbe reasons which to my own mind 
justify my intention to vote for Mr 
Toft. The statement of these reasons 
will call up incidents and events which, 
though recent, are in danger of being 
forgotten. Those ought to be kept 
steadily in mind to give the true per- 
spective through which to view the 
political situation We cannot afford, in 
the intent of truth, to allow the courss 
of events leading up to present condi- 
tions to become covered over with the 
dust of the campaign. These events ars 
an essential part of the campaigu. 


| Independence of Presidential umce. 

1 In the first place. I regard n vote for 
Mr. Taft as a vote to maintain the in- 
dependence of the Presidential office. 
The nllitck of Mr. Roo-evdl upon Mr. 
Taft, especially the manner of it. was a 
public dishonoring of n close personal 
friendship. For anything that appeared 
then or for anything that Im- appeared 
since, it was nn unworthy net. It was 
avowedly an act contrary to Mr. Roose- 
velt's first honorable iinpul-e-. and to 
many of his Iriends gave evidence which 
could not be ignored that lie was begin- 
ning lo part company with his belter 
self. To Ilis enemies it was simply a 
confirmation of their charges in regard 
to his ruinous friendships. 

But the act had a much deeper signifi- 
cance. It was virtually the impeach- 
ment of the President by his predecessor 
in office, now assuming the role of dicta- 
tor under the guise of n tribune of the 
people. The self-constituted tribune of 
the people is the new type of the politi- 
cal boss. We have had party bosses who 
were credited with having been the 
makers and nnnmkeru of President*. 
The new kind of political buss deals 
with forces far more subtle anil effective 
thnn those which have been within reach 
of the party boss: namely, popular pre- 
judices, excitements and discontents, and 
those economic generalities which can 
be so easily made to serve political euds. 
The strong man armed with these re- 
sources run nt any time constitute him- 
self n tribune of the people. His special 
opportunity is nt the time when the re- 
nomination of a President according t«' 
the accepted custom is pending. 

Mr. Bryn n will have such an oppor- 
tunity at the close of Mr. \\ ileon 8 first 
term of office, should Mr. Wilson bo 
elected. Will he in that event follow 
the precedent net hy Mr. Roosevelt? 

This question of the independence of 
the Presidential office has been thrust 
upon us and may as well he settled now 
ns ever. Better a single term, better 
even an open recall, than any enforced 
subordination of a legally elected Presi- 
dent to a self-constituted tribune. The 
greatest danger thus far to the l*rosi> 
dential office grows out of the habit of 
selecting a candidate for his availability. 
A greater danger awaits the office in the 
selection of a man for his subserviency. 

Political Veracity Second Issue. 

In the second place 1 regard u vote for 
Mr. Tuft as a vote in tho interest of 
political veracity. Apart from questions 
connected with certain cabinet appoint- 
ments, the sunt of Mr. Taft’s offending 
was his action on the Puyne-Aldrich 
tariff bill. That was the ground of 
progressive insurgency. The sincerity of 
Mr. Roosevelt in captalizing insurgency 
based on this issue may be judged by 
considering his own attitude toward the 
tariff, both when President and now as 
a candidate. Insurgency on this issue 
was utilized by him as borrowed capital. 
The primary campaign then inaugurated 
was run largely on borrowed capital. 
Wliftt original contribution to the Pro- 
gressive program has been made by bim 
except that of the recall of judicial de- 
cisions? Each item of the program has 
been taken up in turn, calculated, and 
utilized according to its exact political 
value. Everywhere the politician has 
been in evidence rather than the re- 
former; nowhere more conspicuously 
than in the adoption und utilization of 
woman’s suffrage. 

In like manner it is very hard 1ft 
reckon the violent inconsistencies of Mr. 
Roosevelt simply as inconsistencies; 
hurd, for example, to reconcile on tips 
ground his tirades against bosses with 
his special instructions to the boss of I 
Pennsylvania to take nn active part in 
the preliminaries to the Republican Con- 
vention; hard to reconcile his denynci- 
atous of the political use of money hy 
the trusts with his silence when ques- 
tioned repeatedly by Mr. LaFolIette re- 
garding the financial support of his cam- 
paign. The whole atmosphere of the 
primary campaign was charged with ex- 
aggeration ami misrepresentations, mis- 
representations which could he met only 
by tlu* specific corrections of the Presi- 
dent in person. The constant appeals to 
the “plain people" came perilously near 
being political cant. 

The Chicago Republican Convention. 

As the time for the convention ap- 
proached numerous claims in respect to 
delegates were made which were proved 
to lie fraudulent in so great proportion ns 
to cast doubt upon every claim presented. 

I believe that these fraudulent charges, 
urged with sueh vehemence by Mr. 
Roosevelt, cost him his nomination, llud 
the campaign been marked by strict 
political veracity the presumption would 
liave been in his favor. As claim after 
claim wan admitted to he fraudulent the 
presu nipt ion changed to Ilis great moral 
disadvantage. Certainly the subsequent | 
charges about stealing the nomination | 
made little public impression, though j 
there was n manifest sympathy with ! 
Mr. Roosevelt's disappointment in view 
of his large primary vote iri the great i 
Republican states. As the actual fnets 
have come out. 1 think that the public 
is more and more prepared to acquiesce 
in the formal statement of Mr. Root to 
Mr. Taft; “Your title to the nomina- 
tion is as clear and unimpeachable ns the 
title of any candidate since political con- 
ventions begun.*’ That ought to be good 
authority to Mr. Roosevelt himself. It 
was Mr. Root who gave Him a clear 
title to the Panama Canal. 

It is not pleasant to reopen this . 
chapter in our recent political history, 
but it ought to he reopened, und it ought 
to stand open throughout the campaign 
which is pending. It is an exhibit of 
methods which ought to be rebuked in 
the interest of political veracity. The 
present is no time for gross inconsisten- 
cies in the advocacy of political re- 
forms, no time for exaggerations and 
misrepresentations, no time for political 
cant of any sort, no time for mere polit- 
ics. It is the time to apeak and uct the 
truth, the whole truth, und nothing but 
tlie truth. 

The People Versus Paternalism. 

In the third pluce I regard a vote for 
Mr. Taft as u vote to protect the rights 
of the people as against the surrender 
of these rights to paternalism. The 
political record of Mr. Roosevelt, as told 
In the events of the past months, show- 
ing his steady assumption of the ways 
and methods of the politician, would 
awaken grave misgivings were this an 
ordinary political campaign. It Is not 
an ordinary political campaign. The re- 
cent convention at Chicago did much 
more than to make Mr. Roosevelt a can- 
didate, even a third- term candidate, for 
the Prealdency. It virtually declared 
him, after the Roman faahion, to be the 
one man indiape naabie to the amfety of 
the republic-

This officer Is Colonel 
John J A Clem of the quiirternmster’a 
department, now serving ns chief 
quartermaster of tlie central division, 
with headquarters at Chicago. 

Colonel Clem served «b musician of 
Compauy C, Twenty-second Michigan 
Infantry, from Muy 1, 1S»13, to Sept 
10, 180-4. He entered the regular army 
as a second lleutennut of the Twenty- 
fourth Infantry In December, 1871. 
Ho Is a native of Ohio. IIo was born 
on Aug. 18. 1851. and may serve three 
years more on the active list If he 
wishes to. 

Major Arnold, who retired because 
be had reached the age of sixty-four 
years, got his civil war service as a 
private In Company B. One Hundred 
■ml Thirty-fourth Illinois lufautry, 
from May 14. 1804. to Oct 25, the aaiue 
rear.

I do not make light of the movement 
inaugurated at Chicago. Tlie danger 
from it is in exact .proportion to 
its moral earnestness. 

If good men and women. *ome of them 
among the best in the country, have be- 
come possessed with the idea of tlie in- 
dispensable man. it is the most unfavor- 
able symptom vet to lie found in tlie so- 
cial and political condition of tlie coun- 
try. The moment the theory of the in- 
dispensable nmi) takes possession of a 
democracy it ceases to he a democracy. 
Reforms which cannot hi? parried out 
through the steady evolution of demo- 
cratic principles are beyond the reach of 
democracy. 

There i» n fascination about the en- 
trance of a new party into the the polit- 
ical field — everything new. no inherited 
evils, no bosses, no corruption, no feuds, 
no pledges except to the people. A pro- 
grnm of promises in alluring. I am pro- 
foundly in sympathy with the spirit of 
the program of social justice outlined by 
tlie new pnrty. Social justice is the 
present goal of all true progressivei-m. 
What guarantee does tlie party offer 
that it ran maintain its pristine purity 
and fulfill its promises? The answer is 
Mr. Roosevelt. The answer is entirely 
fair, for it is evident that without Mr. 
Roosevelt the party bus no existence. It 
is therefore as fair as it is necessary to 
analyze Mr. Roo.sevelt’3 recent j>oliticu! 
record, and if one finds there the signs 
of political deterioration to determine 
his own political duty accordingly. 1 
have indicated the result of my 
analysis, 

Mr. Taft Stands Four Square to Every 
Wind. 

By contrn«t the course of Mr. Tnft, as 
it appears under the light of the primary 
campaign, seems to me to show assured 
political advance. He stands today, as 
1 Bee him, “four square,” amid the divers 
winds of political doctrine, holding the 
ground and marking the way of prog- 
ress. Without doubt the natural gifts 
of Mr. Taft are judicial more than mere- 
ly administrative, remarkable as was li is 
government of the Philippines. Ilis ad- 
ministration naturally began in the re- 
solute endeavor to put the policy of his 
predecessor into law. Gradually but 
surely Mr. Tuft Iiuh asserted his power 
in the enforcement of the laws for the 
protection of popular rights. Whatever 
mistakes he has made they are such as 
a politician would never make, but such 
ns a statesman might make. The great- 
er tilings accomplished, like hie judicial 
appointments and the breaking up of 
object ioh able trusts, and the greater 
tilings attempted, like reciprocity and 
international peace, will stand to his 
credit in history whatever the result of 
the campaign. In spite of popular dis- 
contents often fomented for political 
ends, in spite of party disnffections, the 
country has made steady political prog- 
ress under his administration. The Re- 
publican party lias never put forth so 
progressive a platform as that on which 
Mr. Tuft stands for re-election. In fact, 
the controlling quet-tion in the coming 
campaign is simply this — NVliat kind of 
progress do tlie people want? coupled 
w ith the hardly less serious question. In 
what assurances of progress do the peo- 
ple confide? My insistence in this ar- 
ticle has been that the broad lines of 
cleavage are between Mr. Tuft and Mr. 
Roosevelt, not between tlie Republican 
and the Democratic party. The political 
purpose of Mr. Roosevelt is so clear that 
lie who runs may read— to attempt to 
swamp Mr. Taft iu the popular vote of 
1012 with the moral certainty of there- 
by defeating Mr. Wilson or the Demo- 
cratic nominee in 1916. A vote for Mr. I 
Taft virtually covers two campaigns. 1 
hold no brief for the Republican party.! 
Party obligations in ordinary times sitj 
lightly upon me. At the present time I 
am more than ready to travel the road 
of political progress, perhaps farther and 
faster than the Republican pnrty may 
be able in the future to guarantee pas- 
sage. 1 am not ready to be propelled or 
to be sidetracked into Roosevelt ism.

Aldermen Calkins, Hatch and Sulli- 
van. 

Mr. Gould represented the Edison i 
Co. on its petitions for pole loca- 1 
Hons on Lowell avenue nnd Prescott 
street, nnd a letter of protest was 
filed from W. H. Eaves. Opposition 
developed on the petition of the snme 
company for polcB on Lake avenue, 
ex-alderman G. H. Mellon filing a 
strong protest from residents of the 
street. No one appeared against the 
matter of polos on Mt. Vernon street, 
nor on the petitions of Fred R. Hay- 
ward to keep gnsolcne on Centro 
street, of R. M. Clark to keep gaso- 
lene on Homer street, of Allen D. 
Craig to locate a stationary engine 
on Adams street extension, nnd of 
Manuel M. Enos to locate a station- 
ary engine on California street. 

The rounding of the corner of 
River and Lexington streets, the 
tnking of land for n sewer in Warren 
terrace and changing a drain loca- 
tion on Hminewcll hill were un- 
opposed. 

Mr. J. R. Learned and Mr. W. S. 
Hayden spoke strongly in favor of 
the widening of Pearl street nt Cen- 
tre street, nnd Mr. Daniel O’Connell, 
who represented- the Duggan estate, 
was the only remonstrant. Concrete 
sidewalks on Henshaw street were 
advocated by Mr. Reinhalter and 
opposed by Mr. Trowbridge and Mr. 
Nelson. Concrete Bldewnlks on 
Bourne street were favored by Mr. 
G. W. Langley and by Mr. Adams. 

Mr. Patrick Collins filed a written 
protest against, the proposed sewer 
in Carter street. 

Mayor Hatfield sent In the appoint- 
ment of Stephen H. Whldden of WceI 
Newton, as chairman for three years, 
Mr. George Royal Pulsifer of New- 
tonvUle, for two years and Mr. 
Lewis H. Bacon of Waban for one 


yenr, as members of the recently 
constituted board of appeal under 
the new building code. The appoint- 
ments were immediately and unani- 
mously confirmed. The mayor also 
favored the suggestion of the City 
Engineer that the corner of New- 
tnnvllle avenue and Harvard Btreet 
be widened. 

Aldermnn Jones was designated to 
draw four jurors for the Supreme 
Judicial Court nnd the names of 
Howard S. Knowlton of Richardson 
street, George H. Martin of Lowell 
avenue, Edward M. Hall of Henshaw 
street and George G. Symonds of 
Ferns street were drawn. 

The school committee asked' that

Other petitions were from 
members of the Fire department for 
an Increase of pay, olllcers of the 
Police department for an Increase 
of pay, Pasquale Umbrcllo to move 
building on I’lne street, for the lay- 
ing out of Delmore road, for the 
laying out of Exeter street extension, 
of the Upper Falls Boys Club to 
use discarded voting booth, of \Y. 
J. Muldoon for change in sewer 
grade on Langley road, of Austin 
Dunlop for common victualler li- 
cense, of I. C. Paul and S. F. Barton 
for appointments as Weighers of 
Coal, etc,, of Saltonstall et nl for 
widening of Middlesex road, claim 
of Reginald E. Boyd for injuries re- 
ceived on Newton Centre playground, 
of the Edison Co. for attachments on 
Highland street, and of the Telephone 
Company for attachments on Hill- 
side avenue, West street, and Cluipel 
street. 

On recommendation or com- 
mittees, $8,011.76 was granted for

Washington street nt Wales street, 
and widening of Middlesex mad, $900. 
authorized for change in drain loca- 
tion on Hunnewell Hill, the THe 
phone Company was granted attach- 
ments on Brookline street nnd Lln- 
wood avenue, and pole locations on 
Jewett nnd Floral streets, the Edison 
Company was granted poles on Wal- 
tham nnd Central streets and conduit 
on Homer street, leave to withdraw 
was given the Telephone company 
for one pole on Jewett street, and 
on the petitions for licenses of Frank 
Negrotti as common victualler, John 
Fontecchlo for a liquor transporta- 
tion permit, and Mrs. John R. Hug- 
gard for transfer of intelligence 
office to Tremont street. Licenses 
were granted R. L. O’Connor for an 
auto express, and to George Scott 
as n minor. Orders were also adopted 
laying out Los Angeles street at an 
expense of $804. .and Allison street, 
for $923. nnd widening River and Lex- 
inglon streets at an expense of $750..

Orders laying out Bishopgate road 
at an expense of $1,850. and The 
Ledges rond at an expense or $2,000.

The 1912 Boston Electric Show In 
Mechanics Ruilding has many prac- 
tical novelties which appeal to visi- 
tors. 

The electric farm is one of the new 
things. It Ib shown how the electric 
current will easily, quickly, efficient- 
ly nnd economically make the farm- 
ing machinery move and do the work 
formerly done laboriously and slowly 
by band power. 

How a dairy can Tie operated by 
electrically moved machinery from 
milking to churning to refrigeration 
1 b Illustrated in the electric farm. 
There are the electric milkers, the 
electric milk-coolers, the electric 
cream separators, the electric milk- 
testers, the electric churns and the 
electric bottle-washers. 

The visitors see a model barn in 
which the power used Is that of the 
current. There is an electric hay 
fork which unloads the hay from the 
wagon and stores it In the loft. There 
is the wood-saw and the wood-split- 
ter, uud then there are the electrically 
operated lmywagons, truck-wugons, 
carriages and buggies — all for the 
1912 farmer. 

The farmer may also raise his poul- 
try from start to market by electric- 
ity for the incubator, the brooder and 
the hen house heater are all in evi- 
dence In the model farm.

8TYLES OFFERED GIVE HOUSE- 
WIVES A WIDE CHOICE. 


For Summer CurtainB, Coolness and 

Fresh Appearance Is All Import- 
ant — Cretonne or Chintz Sash 
Are the Present Favorites. 

The city housekeeper who must stay 
in town all summer does not bother 
with draperies. Her sole need is air 
and If she be sensible she sticks to 
undraped windows and doors. For 
the suburban and country house, how- 
ever, curtaining is all important. 

Never has the choice of these been 
wider or more artistic than this sea- 
son, and the woman who must recur* 
tain her house or furnish a new one 
is to be envied. 

In selecting summer curtains two 
tilings are Important: The fabrics 
chosen must be cool and fresh looking 
and they must bo washable. Heavy 
draperies are inartistic, because they 
are inappropriate. This eliminates 
brocades, silks and satins, velvets and 
wool. 

In curtain lug a summer house 
choose nothing that will be ruined by 
open windows. Where double cur- 
tains are used they should ho easily 
manipulated oq the rods. 

Unless a bedroom has plenty of win- 
dows double curtains should not be 
used. Some housekeepers prefer the 
cretonne or chintz sash curtains. 
These hang to the sill ami work loose- 
ly on rodB. While they shut out more 
air tlmn the net or lace curtain they 
darken a room belter, and if properly 
hung can bo pushed into small com- 
pass at night. 

There Ib a fancy now for the val- 
ance across the top of the window. 
This may be a ten-inch rutile run on a 
rod; but the shaped and stiffened val- 
ance is enjoying quite a revival. 

In treating any window or door, re- 
member the simpler the effect und the 
strnighter the linos the better taste. 
Ruffed and much draped hangings are 
bad form. 

For these heavy curtains or dra- 
peries are shown a variety of printed 
chintzes, taffetas — linen and cotton— 
and cretonnes of foreign and domes- 
tic make. The coloring of even the 
cheaper grades Is artistic and one 
cun find flowers, foliage and birds in 
any desired color. The English glazed 1 
chintz Is especially effective and 
washes well. Its chief objection is 
easy wrinkling. 

Yeast Cakes. 

One quart thick buttermilk, ono pint 
corn meal, one-half pint flour, one 
lurgo yeast cake soaked In just 
enough water to cover. One-half tea- 
spoon ginger may be added, but it Is 
not necessary. 

Put the buttermilk over the fire in 
a granite pun and bring to a boll, then 
stir in tiio corn meal and flour, which 
have been sifted together. If ginger 
Is used it cun be added as it la cooked 
also. This should he of about the 
consistency of mush when cooked. 
When lukewarm add the soaked yeast 
cake und set in a moderately warm 
place to sour, which should take from 
twelve to twenty-four hours. When It 
bubbles or smells quite sour, It Is 
ready to he mixed with more meal, 
enough to roll out oa a bread board. 
Then cut and place when it will dry. 


LIGHT, APPETIZING REPA8T8 FOR 
THE HOT DAYS. 


All Kinds of Delicious Salads That 

May Be Easily Prepared and Aro 
Inexpensive — Stuffing for 
the Tomatoes. 

As Roon as the really warm weather 
comeH In houRckeeperR are on the 
watch for nnythlng that will he a 
change, or tend to tempt the appetites 
of those In her family. 

Elaborate dishes requiring time and 
skill, to say nothing of their cost, she 
will pass hy, hut simplo. Inexpensive 
additions to the daily menu nro Bure 
to be welcomed, writes Elizabeth Lee 
In the Chicago Dally News. For In- 
stance. n salad made from toast and 
hard boiled eggs Is not ns well known 
as It should he. 

To prepare It stale bread is toasted 
a light browm. The crusts are cut 
away and the squnre cut diagonally. 
One-hnlf Is piled with the grated yoltt 
of egg, the other with the white finely 
chopped. The two nro placed together 
and laid upon them may he boned sar- 
dine, a little salmon, lobster, or any 
fish at hand, covering with mayon- 
naise. The toast ia transferred to a 
crisp leaf of lettuce. 

As most housekeepers keep mayon- 
naise on hand this dish Is quickly 
prepared, and nt very little cost, too. 
For lunch this makes quite a substan- 
tial meal. Those who like peppers 
will find r sprinkling of the green 
shells both attractive and tasty. 

Another inexpensive salad quickly 
prepared is made by mixing two ten- 
cent squares of cream cheese with 
enough cream or milk to form ft paste. 
To this Is added a small onion 
chopped fine, a half cup of any kind 
of nuts chopped, and salt to taste. 
This Is piled upon lettuce leaves, each 
one garnished with a sprig of parsley. 

In making chicken salad if one runs 
short of the meat a nice way of help- 
ing out Is to Inclose the salad in a 
ring of ham jelly. You make Just n 
plain jelly with the gelntln slightly 
salt, and w’hen almost cold beat in a 
little cream or the white of an egg 
and a half-cup of potted ham. Place 
in ring shape upon the dish and fill 
with the chicken salad, when you will 
have a most delicious and attractive 
looking salad. 

Any bits of food left over In the Ice 
box can be used up to make a stuffing , 
of tomatoes. The Inside of the toma- 
to Is taken out and mixed with almost 
anything at hand. I have tasted the 
combination of rice, a few nuts, a 
hard boiled egg, ft sprig of parsley, 
and a tablespoonful of chopped pars- 
ley as a filling and found it very 
appetizing. Salt and pepper to taste 
are added nnd then the tomatoes are 
filled. They can be baked In the oven 
or put on the ice to chill just as one 
prefers the raw’ or cooked food. Both , 
ways taste good. 

Chocolate Gingerbread. 

One cu* molasses, one-half cup sour 
milk, one teaspoon ginger, one tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-half teaspoon 
salt; dissolve one tenspoon soda to a 
teaspoon cold water; add this and 
two tablespoons melted butter to the 
mixture; stir In two cups sifted flour; ■ 
finally add two squares of chocolate ! 
and one tablespoon butter melted to- ' 
gelher; bake In three deep pie plates 
In moderate oven for about 20 min- 
utes. 

Vanilla Icing. — Break the white of 
one egg Into a bowl and gradually beat , 
Into it ono cupful of confectioners' 
sugar. Beat for threo minutes; add 
ane-half teaspoon vanilla extract and 
when cake is done and still warm 
si ’.read between und on top. This 
cake Is best when ealeii fresh. 

Green Peas Waffles. 

Boil the peas until tender or use 
left over peas; drain until very dry 
then mash the pulp through a strain- 
er; pour a cup of boiling milk Into o ' 
cup of strained peas, adding a goner 
oils tablespoon of butter, one of sugai 
and a half a teaspoon of salt. Wher 
the mixture cools add two eggs, yolk* 
and whites beaten separately; tw( 
teaspoons baking powder, sifted wltt 
n full cup of flour. If too thin adt 
more flour. Bake In buttered wuffh 
Irons; sprinkle with powdered suga 
and Bervo hot with maple syrup. 

Hominy Drop Cakes. 

One pint of fresh boiled homiu? 
(cold may be used and, if the latter 
hreuk Into grains us lightly us possl 
lile with a fork and heat in a doubU 
boiler without adding water); one to 
biospoon of water, two eggs, white 
and yolks beaten separately. Stir tin 
yolks into the hominy first, then th« 
whites; add u teaspoon of salt, if no 
nlready salted; if so, half the amount 
Drop by spoon fills on well butterei 
I In sheets or pnn and bako to a goof 
brown in u quick oven. 

Breadcrumb Pudding. 

Two cuph bread crumbs, one cup 
sugar, one cupful inolusos, one-half cup 
raisins, a little suit aud cinnamon nnd 
two cups sweet milk, bake one-half 
hour, stirring often, then udd four 
cups sweet milk and bake two hours 
longer. It will whey and cun scarcely 
be told from an Indian pudding. Serve 
hot with butter or cold with cream. 

Sugar Pie. 

One teacup sweet milk, one and one- 
half cups sugar, not quite half-cup 
flour or cornstarch, one teaspoouful of 
vanilla flavoring. This will make Oil- 
ing for one pie baked In large pie tin. 
Duke without top crust.

BEST TO AVOID MUSHROOMS 

Really Have Little Value an Suste- 
nance and There la Alwaye 
Danger of Poleon, 

There are In this country more than 
one hundred edible species of mush- 
rooms. The popular disllnclion be- 
tween mushroom nnrl toadstool is one 
of name only. Many of the suppos- 
edly inferior specimens have proved 
on careful examination to be harm- 
less, whereas some of those which 
benr an extremely close family resem- 
blance to favored articles of diet nr© 
the carriers of danger In the form of 
exceedingly powerful poisons. Let 
him, therefore, who lacks the training 
requisite for the unfailing detection 
Hnd identification of species carefully 
refrain from excursions into a field 
of uncertainty so fraught with danger. 

Mushrooms form nn umiFiinlly nu- 
tritious Jnd sustaining diet. A well- 
known botanist says that mush- 
rooms might properly bo called vege- 
table meat and used as a substitute 
for animal food. 

It 1 b doubtful, however, if this le 
true. 

The more we learn of mushrooms 
the more it becomes apparent that 
they are scarcely different as regnrds 
dietary virtues from the general run 
of the green vegetables which have 
never achieved the distinction of any 
unique or superior nutritive properties. 
They belong rather to that large group 
of food materials which we consume 
for reasons quite apart from the body. 
— Journal of the American Medical

EDITORIAL 


Judge Kennedy is acting wisely in 
imposing fines upon the fruit thieves 
who are being brought before him 
this fall by the police nnd the public 
would be better pleaeer if still heav- 
ier fines were levied. While there is 
some merit in guarding the young 
from the effects of their own folly, 
the citizens of this city are entitled 
to ample protection of their fruit and 
other property, and the past goody- 
good policy of handling youthful de- 
linquents has not been a great suc- 
cess. In many cases, too. It is the 
parents who are responsible for the 
acts of the children, and when the 
law is comprehensive enough to mnke 
the parent responsible for the acts 
of his children, we may look to some 
real improvement. At the present 
time, it is almost impossible, in the 
business partB of the city, to leave 
even on empty box outside, over 
night, and children, not over four 
years of age have been noticed tug- 
ging away at large pieces of wood 
and pulling carts loaded with lumber. 
There can be no question, but what 
these children are sent out by their 
parents to steal firewood, the larger 
ones to steal fruit, and candidates for 
admission to our jails and prisons are 
thus educated. The remedy lies in 
fining the parents nnd not the chil- 
dren. 

The many friends of equal suffrage 
in this city ought not to be misled by 
the Bpeclous promises and platform 
of the so-called Progressive party. Its 
leader during three years’ service as 
governor of the great state of New 
York and for seven years as presi- 
dent of the United States, failed to 
lift either his pen or his voice In 
favor of votes for women. His only 
object in placing the equal suffrage 
plank In his platform is to catch 
votes, and planks of that sort are in- 
variably forgotten after election. Be- 
ware of Progressive promises for 
equal suffrage. 

Mayor Hatfield haB made excellent 
appointments to the recently estab- 
lished board of appeal. Mr. Pulslfer 
and Mr. Bacon have both had experi- 
ence in serving the city, Mr. PulBifer 
as a member of the board of health 
and Mr. Bacon as a member of the 
board of aldermen and as a member 
of the commission which recently re- 
vised the building ordinances. In ad- 
dition Mr. Whidden is a business man 
of wide experience, ahho this Is his 
first public service for the city. 

The city government entered upon 
a new policy Monday evening in 
granting pensions to chv employees, 
who were veterans of the Civil War. 
While the general theory of civil pen- 
sions is a matter of considerable im- 
portance, 1 do not believe our tax | 
payers will make any protest against ' 
ltB application to those who served 
the country during the rebellion, and 
the two eases granted this week are • 
most worthy. 

An epidemic of street wideuings j 
seems to have struck our city govern- 1 
menl, and it might he well to oh-! 
serve, that while a little of this is 
a mighty good investment, too much 
of it will seriously affect the tax levy. 

Tiie aldermen should take prompt 
action to widen Pearl street, as work 
has already commenced on the new 
building which is to be erected at 
the corner of Centre street. 

A large glaring liquor advertise- 
ment on a hill board in Nonant um 
square might be the subject of action 
by our local W. C. 1'. V.

Antonio DcStefono of SB 6 CUnpcl 
street, Nonantum was hailed Into 
court yesterday morning to answer 
to the charge of assaulting llenry 
Murphy of Watertown, and a fine of 
$35. was imposed by Judge John C. 
Kennedy, from which he appealed. 

I Both young men are employed at 
the Saxony Worsted Mill nt Nonan- 
tum. and after a short argument, 
Murphy alleges that DcStefono stab- 
bed liltn in the leg, a little above 
the knee. Dr. Robert K. S. Kelley, 
who attended Murphy took the stand 
and told of the nature oT the wound, 
stating that it was three inches long 
nnd an inch and a half deep, which 
necessitated the taking of four 
stitches to close it up. On his appeal 
DeStefoao was ordered to recognize 
in the sum of $300. for his appear- 
ance before the Superior Court. 

The Police Department in their 
efforts to put a stop to the raiding 
of apple orchards in this city, suc- 
ceeded in capturing ten offenders 
last Sunday afternoon, and in court 
Monday morning fines aggregating 
$50. were collected. Of the ten of- 
fenders, eight of this number com- 
prised a group of Cambridge lads, 
and in each case a fine of $3. was 
imposed upon each. The remaining 
two constituted an automobile party, 
who were making a stop in the Oak 
Hill section long enough lo fill a large 
box in the machine with the stolen 
fruit. After having the box well 
filled, patrolman Sartwell arrived on 
the scene, and escorted the party to 
headquarters, but were later bailed 
out. Judge Kennedy imposed a fine 
of $8. upon each. The latter two 
gave their names to the police as 
ErneBt A. Widner of 14 St. James 
street and Charles J. Wreth of 608 
Massachusetts avenue, Boston. 

The police were asked on Monday 
morning to assist in locating Lewis 
F. Brody of River Ridge street. Low- 
er Falls, who had been missing from 
his home since the previous Sat- 
urday. Brody was employed as a 
gardener in the Lower Falls section, 
and when he left home had a con- 
siderable sum of money in his pos- 
session. 

Patrolman Rannon had a lively 
chase in the Oak Hill section last 
Monday morning in capturing Arthur 
Allen, 12, of 39 Webber street, and 
Robert Gorgan, 9, of Harrison ave- 
nue, Roxbury, both runaways, who 
were later turned over to the police 
of Station 10 of Roxbury and given 
to their parents. The two lads, one 
dressed in overalls and a light 
waist, and the other with his bare 
feet, were first located in Wellesley 
the day previous. The police of that 
town placed the boys on a Boston 
car, but later in the day they were 
found again near Wellesley College. 
The police again went through the 
same program, but the lads appar- 
ently did not care to return home 
so soon. They got off the Worcester 
tar near Dudley road, and spent the 
night close to nature, sleeping in 
the tall grass off Boylsion street. 
In the morning the police wore told 
by neighbors that the lads were 
asleep in the field, and after the 
patrol came to a stop a short dis- 
tance away, they woke up all of a 
sudden and gave patrolman Hannon 
a good chase before lie caught them 
both.

Newton for many years, has, been 
fortunate In having excellent street 
railway service, — especially ho since 
the advent of the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway Co., organized in 
190 (, and now control lln five In- 
dividual companies formerly operated 
throughout the Newtons. The con- 
solidation of those roads has re-, 
Hiilted in a splendid, uniform service 
to all parts of the city and surround- 
ing points, making It possible to 
make direct connections with cities 
and towns In all directions. 

Newton was one of t lie first cities 
to adopt electricity as a means of 
solving the transportation problem. 
In June 1891 the first electric car 
made Its appearance on the streets 
of Newton, operating between New- 
ton Corner and West Newton, on 
Washington street. By the fallow- 
ing September, through service was 
inaugurated between Newton Corner 
and the City of Waltham. Since that

The Middlesex & BoBton Street 
Railway Co. was organized on July I 
2nd 1907. At that, time the com- 
pany took over the stock of the old 1

of $300,000., which was Bold at re- 
ceiver’s sale on July 1st, 1907. On 
December 1st 1908, the Westboro & 
Hopklnton Street Railway, and the 
Natick & Cochltuate Railway Co. 
were absorbed. On July 1st 1909 
the Newton Street Railway Co. also 
was consolidated with the "Middle- 
sex." Still later, in October of the 
same year they acquired the New- 
ton &. Boston Street Railway Co. 
In July of the present year the 
Lexington & Boston Railway Co. 
was also taken into the consolida- 
tion. The capital stock of theBe 
combined companies, under the name 
of the Middlesex & Boston Railway 
Co, is $1,987,000. The total number 
of miles of track In use up to Sep- 
tember 30th last was 127 miles.

Newton excells in street railway 
facilities. It has direct connection 
with Boston over the lines of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company 
The service is frequent, the equip- 
ment excellent and the running time 
Is short, for the distance travelled. 
A single five cent fare carries one to 
Boston over any one of several routes 
and enables passengers to reach any 
part of the great system which the 
Boston Elevated Company has oper- 
ated since late in 1897. The rapid 
transit needs of Greater Boston are 
peculiarly diversified, and the result 
has been the building up hereabouts 
in the past fifteen years of a unique 
and remarkable transportation system 

This system has been scientifically 
laid out, equipped, operated, and ex- 
panded. Every move made is in 
accordance with a well defined design 
In which is considered three cardi- 
nal requirements — good engineering, 
efficient service, and economical 
management. And each requirement 
is considered not alone with refer- 
ence to present circumstances but 
with full regard for the future — that 
important factor which the last gen- 
eration so often left out of account 
altogether, but which this generation, 
profiting by the experiences of its 
predecessors, anticipates so far as 
human judgment can. 

It is just about 25 years since the : 
introduction of the trolley car. That 
event marked a new era in street 
railroading and a new era in city- 
living. People are bound to live 
within riding distance of their work, 1 
and riding distance means the num- 
ber of blocks or miles, an individual ! 
can cover in the length of time he is I 
willing to devote to going to and 
from his labors everyday. Horse 1 
cars restricted the territory of a 
street railway system to the distance 
a horse could go in the allotted peri- 
od. By greatly reducing the running 
time for a given distance the trolley 
enabled a large number of people 
to make their homes correspondtngly 
further from the business centre 
than they used to be, and this started 
a migration from the centre outwards 
— from Boston to suburbs like Newton 
and from the heart of each suburb to 
its outlying districts. 

When the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company took charge of the car lines 
in Greater Boston, nearly fifteen 
years ago, it found a serious situa- 
tion. Boston, receiving, day in and 
day out, hundreds of thousands 
of people from Its surrounding cities 
and towns, was threatened with 
serious transportation congestion. 
It was evident that to remedy 
this, and insure against similar 
conditions in the future, every 
branch of the transportation service 
must be laid out scientifically, par- 
ticularly in regard to extensions, and 
the system existing at the time was 
rearranged and improved with that 
In mind. The first step toward 
breaking up the congestion was to 
bisect the congested district by 
means of a north-and-south rapid 
transit line, utilizing the subway, al- 
ready in existence, and connecting it 
by an elevated structure with central 
distributing points, for the northern 
and southern suburbs, one in Charles- 
town and the other in Roxbury. To 
give further relief the Atlautic Ave- 
nue elevated line was constructed. In 
the same way the plans from the 
beginning provided for relieving the 
congested district on its eastern side 
by the East Boston tunnel ami on 
its western side by the rapid transit 


lines to Cambridge, which were 
put in operation this year. 

The trunk line to the western sub- 
urbs, which specially Interests New- 
ton, was the most puzzling feature 
of the general layout. The territory 
to which it would be the main 
artery of travel Is growing rapidly. 
After long study and controversy it 
was decided to construct another rapid 
transit route to the west from Beacon 
Hill. This is now being built under 
Boylston street. 

When the Elevated began operating 
the system in 1897 the total amount 
that had been invested in transit 
facilities was less than $26,000,000: 
it is now more than $100,000,000: and 
when the subways and elevated rail- 
ways now being built are finished 
it is said that more than $120,000,000 
will have been invested. 

The Elevated people had Home pe- 
culiar difficulties to meet in carrying 
out their scientific scheme. The old 
street car system, even after it came 
under unified management, was a 
patchwork of what had been several 
distinct lines converging upon a 
common metropolitan centre. Many 
of the suburbs were connected with 
each other only through the "city 
proper,” people riding “into town” 
on one side and out on the other, in 
order to get from place to place. To 
break up the additional congestion 
thus caused, cross connecting lines 
were opened between numerous sub- 
urban points, and free transfer 
points were established in both the 
city and the suburbs. The number 
of surface lines from the congested 
area outward was increased prac- 
tically to the capacity of the high- 
ways. Not only were more cars 
provided but larger cars, that each 
might accommodate more passengers, 
and faster cars that the carrying 
capacity on the different routes might 
be increased by shortening the time 
necessary to cover them. Where it 
could be done satisfactorily, arrange- 
ment were made for bringing the 
cars of other companies into the 
city on the Elevated’s tracks In 
order to save passengers from the 
annoyance of changing cars. 

This was only the beginning of the 
work of development, however. This 
was laying the foundation of the 
system, that grows year by year and 
must keep on growing as long as 
Greater Boston does. 

Tf the increase in traffic were uni- 
form all over the metropolitan dis- 
trict the transportation experts would 
have a comparatively simple propo- 
sition before them. It would then 
be a matter of providing porportioo- 
ately larger facilities everywhere 
each year, which might Mt always 
be easy but still would involve no 
uncertainty. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, there is no way of telling in 
advance how the increase in traffic 
will be distributed over more than 
500 miles of track In the system, 
and at this point the most scientific 
kind of judgment must be brought 
to bear on innumerable questions. 

"Preparedness" is the watchword 
of the men who have in hand the 
upbuilding and extension of the 
Elevated Company's great system — 
preparedness not merely for the 
emergencies but for the permanen- 
cies. 

It is obvious, however, that there 
is a limit to the undertakings that 
must be financed by a comparatively 
fixed income. During the past fifteen 
years, transportation facilities have 
advanced eight times as fast as the 
population and five times as fast as 
the wealth.

BAD FIRE 

Residence of Mr. W. R. King bullet 
by Fire 

The first fire of a serious nature In 
this city for several months totally 
destroyed the hcauttful home of Mr. 
William R. King, 96 !>>nox street, 
West Newton, last Friday night, while 
the members of the household were 
visiting in Boston. Nothing except 
jewels belonging to Mrs. King, which 
she rescued herself, were saved, en- 
tailing a loss of $20,000. 

The interior of the house presents 
a curious Bight, the fire having burned 
a hole right thru the centre of the 
building from the cellar to the roof. 
It Is possible to stand on the Becond 
floor and look down into the cellar 
and upwards to the sky. 

The fire was discovered by neigh- 
bors, the lower floor of the house 
then being in flames. They commun- 
icated with Fire Headquarters, and a 
second alarm was sounded shortly 
afterwards, bringing apparatus from 
distant parts of the city. At that time 
ihe fire had gained such a headway 
that the department were able to do 
little more than to keep the blaze 1 
from spreading to surrounding dwell- 1 
Ings. 

Mr. and Mrs. King reached their 
home to see it fast being consumed 
by eht flames, and Mrs. King was al- 
lowed to save her jewels ufter the fire 
was under control. 

The fire broke out in the cellar, 
probably from some oil rags placed in 
the paper barrel. The maid 
left the house shortly after 6 
o’clock, nearly three hours be- 
fore the fire broke out. For a week 
there has been a fire in the heater, 
but two days previous it was allowed 
to become very low and no coal had 
been put into the heater since then. 

The house contained 12 rooms, and 
was built by Mr. King 14 years ago, 
although it was remodeled some 4 
years ago. The house contained many 
heirlooms which had been in posses- 
sion of the family for many years, 
some dating back to the 17th century, 
all of which were destroyed as well 
as the furnishing and personal ef- 
fects. 

A valuable horse attached to Hose 
8 fell on Watertown street, Newton- 
ville, in answering to the alarm and 
broke its leg, which necessitated its 
being shot. A horse from a passing 
team was quickly put to use which 
then made the hard uphill climb to 
the fire. 

While there has been some criticism 
as to the delay in answering the 
alarm, the facts show that the rumors 
are unfounded. Twelve minutes i 
elapsed from the time the fire was 
first noticed before the apparatus ar- 
rived on the scene, not a long time 
when all the circumstances are taken 
into account. The first alarm was 
rung in at 8.41 and the second alarm 
was sounded on the ground by the 
Chief, himself, five minutes later.

Newton as are qualified to profit by 
this sort of instruction, non-resi- 
dents may attend, at the expense of 
the city or town in which they reside, 
provided such courses are not main- 
tained In their place of residence. 

While the courses are free, never- 
theless a deposit of one dollar will 
be required at the time of registra- 
tion which will be returned at the 
end of the term to all who return the 
instruments and books which are 
loaned them, without unnecessary in- 
jury. 

J hose desiring to avail themselves 
of this great opportunity to better 
their condition and fit themselves for 
larger work may register at the 
school on Oct. 23rd (if they have not 
already registeredj, make their de- 
posits and attend to necessary ar- 
rangements for commencing work on 
Monday.

PRESERVING JUICES OF STEAK 


Great Point to Be Remembered When 
Broiling of the Meat la 
Undertaken. 

In nn article on "The Appetizing 
Beefsteak," In the Woman’s Homo 
Companion, Fannie Merritt Farmer, 
the well-known cooking authority, pre- 
Bents a number of recipes and gtveH 
the following general advice about 
steaks: 

“The underlying principle which 
governs good broiling is this: One 
side of the meat must bo quickly sear- 
ed, the meat must be turned, and the 
other side quickly seared. This pre- 
vents the escape of any of the juices. 
Turn almost constantly for the first 
minute of the cooking, then the meat 
must be cooked on one side, turned 
and cooked on the other, to suit in- 
dividual taste, 

“The best cuts of meat for broiling 
are porter house, sirloin, crosscut of 
rumpsteak and second nnd third cuts 
Irom top of round. Porterhouse and 
sirloin cuts, although commanding 
about the snme price per pound as 
the cross cut of the rump, prove more 
c.xpenalve on account of the greater 
loss in bone nnd fat. Round steak Is 
very Juicy, but, having coarser fiber, 
is never as tender. Neither is the 
flank end of a porterhouse very ten- 
der. Far this reason, it 1 b a good plan 
to cut it ofT before cooking the steak 
and use It for meat cakes (Hamburg 
B(eak) or a small stew, or perhaps a 
small beefsteak pie. Cut out the 
tenderloin and reserve .it to be cook- 
ed for one meal; cut off the flank and 
save it to be prepared for another; 
then broil the sirloin for dinner. The 
bone may be used to give added rich- 
ness to the stock, if the flank end is 
utilized for a stew.” 

Household 

IQuestions 

Always use soft water for washing 
purposes whenever possible. 

Wasfi a little paraffin in the black- 
ing to increase the brightness of the 
pollBh. 

To take away the oily taste when 
using oil for frying, make the oil very 
hot nnd then fry a piece of onion in it, 
and when brown take it out. 

One of the most useful herbs in 
cookery is thyme, which is Invaluable 
for Boasonlng forcemeat, meat balls, 
etc. Both lemon and cimmon thyme 
should be stored. 

To remove machine oil stains, cover 
them with lard for several hours, and 
then wash with seap and water. When 
-he lard is washed out the spots will 
nave disappeared. 

When darning stockings run a 
thread around each hole before begin- 
ning and draw until the edges lie flat. 
This makes the hole appear smaller, 
and it will be much easier to mend. 

To keep a zinc-covered kitchen table 
bright rub it occasionally with a cloth 
dipped in vinegar. 

To dry a one-piece frock nnd have it 
keep its shape, slip it on a wooden 
coat hanger that you have first cover- 
ed with a couple of folds of old muslin. 


Barley Soup. 

Three ounces barley, 1% ounces 
stale bread, 1 ounces butter, one- 
quarter ounce chopped parsley, one- 
quarter ounce salt. WaBh and steep 
the barley for twelve hours in one 
half pint of water, to which a piece of 
carbonic soda, the Blze of a pea, has 
been added; pour off the water not ab- 
sorbed, add the bread crumbs, three 
quarts of boiling water and the salt; 
boil slowly in a well-tinned covered 
pan for four or five hours, add the 
parsley, butter, white pepper about 
half an hour before the soup is ready 
to serve. 


Mother’s Surprise. 

Take half a square loaf of baker's 
bread, cut into thin Bllees, crust and 
nil, and butter them; peel, core and 
cut up sufficient quantity of good 
baking apples to be In proportion. 
Take a pie dish, line It with bread 
and butter; put a layer of the apples 
at tho bottom, then of sugar, then of 
bread, and so on until tho dish is 
filled. Rake until the npples are per- 
fectly soft; turn out In a dish and 
serve. It should keep its shape and 
taste almost like a sweetmeat, all the 
Ingredients being thoroughly blended 
In baking. 


Brain Cakes. 

Wash the brains thoroughly, first in 
cold and afterward In hot water; re- 
move the skin fibers and then boil the 
bruins with a little salt for two or 
three minuteB. Take them up and beat 
them in a basin with some very finely 
chopped parsley, sifted sage, sail, 
mace, cayenne pepper, well beaten 
yolk of an egg und a gill of cream 
Drop them in small enkes into frying 
pan; fry them in butter a light brown 
color. A Utile Hour und grated leuioo 
peel are sometimes added. 


Cherry Vinegar, 

Pour one and one-half plntB of vine- 
gur over two quarts of red cherries, let 
stand three days, then strain, Meaa 
ure and to each pint of liquid add one 
pint of sugar, boil tweuty minutes and 
bottle. Dilute with iced water when 
serving. •

NEW WAYS OF COOKING LAMB 

Many Prefer, for a Change, to Hava 
the Meat Taste Like Ventlon 
— Borne Recipes. 

Pull off all the skin from a leg of 
;amb; put it in nn earthen dish and 
pour over it a quart of sour milk (well 
beaten). Add some sliced onion, a 
illce of lemon, six pepper corns, one 
bay leaf and lome salt. Leave the 
meat in the dish from five to eight 
Jays and turn it once a day. Then 
wash off the milk and lard the meat 
with strips of bacon. In roasting pan 
Rut remnants of the bacon, a piece of 
butter and some rfnds of pumper- 
alckel or rye bread, a little onion and 
•liced carrot. Roast one hour; while 
roasting add a cup of sour cream. 

Another Way. — Take off all the fat 
and skin from a leg of lamb nnd lard 
:t with Btrips of bacon, on which some 
pepper has been put. Put the meat 
in an earthen dish and add some 
anion, two bay leaves. Borne carrots 
and some peppers; then pour over it 
i quart of white vinegar and turn 
Jally for four days. Without washing, 
put the meat in the roasting pan and 
brown in butter. Roast one hour, 
gradually adding some of the vinegar 
in which the meat has'l>een pickled. 

A Simpler Way.— Skin a leg of lamb 
and take off all the fat. Soak a nap- 
kin in vinegar and leave it around 
the meat for three days, taking care 
that the cloth never gets dry. It is 
best to put freBh vinegar on every 
3ay. The fourth day lard the meat 
and let It remain In buttermilk one 
day. Then dry off and fry in butter. 
Add some sweet cream to the gravy. 


To Restore Color Bleached by Acid. 

When color on a fabric has been ac- 
cidentally or otherwise destroyed by 
acid, ammonia is applied to neutralize 
or counteract the effect of the acid, 
after which an application of chlort* 
form will in almost all cases restore 
the original color. The application 
of ammonia la common, but that of 
chloroform is not so well known. In 
the case of your fine slate-colored 
serge skirt discolored by using strong 
oxalic acid to remove fruit stains, 
touch the spots lightly, using, if pos- 
sible, a fine brush, or a bit of cotton 
pad on the plain end of a match. Have 
the pad almost dry and see that it 
affects every part of the stained 
place, then apply the chloroform in 
the same way. Afterward press the 
injured portion under a cloth using a 
coal iron and your skirt will he nice- 
ly restored. 


Two Dainty Salads. 

A good salad is made by covering 
crisp hearts of lettuce with chopped 
olives and sliced red Spanish pepperB. 
On top put shredded cucumber mari- 
nated in French dressing and garnish 
with a spoonful of mayonnaise. 

Cut the top from seedless California 
oranges and remove the pulp in as 
large pieces as possible. Skin each 
section and mix with it shredded pine 
apple, seeded white grapes and a few 
preserved .cherries. Marinate in 
French dressing and serve the Ice 
cold fruit in the orange shells. 

ThiB same recipe can be made intc 
a compote or even a sweet salad by 
adding the Juice of tangerine oranges 
and a dash of maraschino or sherry 
and a little sugar, instead of the 
French dressing. 


Tomato Toast. 

Three tomatoes, three red chilies, 
one onion, one-half ounce butter, one 
dessertspoon milk, one tablespoon 
bread crumbs, one egg, salt and cay- 
enne to taste. Put the tomatoes in 
boiling water for two minutes, then 
peel them, chop very fine with the 
chillies, salt and onion. Put the but- 
ter and milk Into a pan, add the to 
matoes and chilies. cook for a few 
minutes and mix a well-beaten egg 
with it. Then cook until the mixture 
is the thickness of buttered eggs 
Serve on slices of buttered toast and 
sprinkle fried bread crumbs on the 
top. 


Filling. 

Dissolve one square of bitter choco- 
Inte, grated, in a dish placed in boil- 
ing water. Whip the whites of two eggs 
to a stiff froth. Pour a half cupful boil- 
ing water over one cupful of granu- 
lated sugar nnd cook until it spins fine 
threads. Turn the melted Bugar slow- 
ly into the beaten eggs and whip un- 
til the mixture is cool. Add tho melted 
chocolate and whip until a smooth, 
frothy cream, then whip in n half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. This will he suffi- 
cient for tho top und filling of the 
cake. 


Creamed Eggs — Mu6hrooma. 

Cook two tubleBiKHjfts of chopped 
mushrooms and one tablespoon of 
chopped onion in one tablespoon of 
butter for live minutes, taking care not 
to let it brown. Then stir in one ta- 
blespoon of flour and udd slowly one- 
half plul of hot, white stock; pepper 
and salt to tuste, and let cook gently 
for four minutes. Take six hard-boil- 
ed eggs and cut the whites of three 
Into rings; chop the remaining three 
whites and cut into quarters. Mix (tie 
choppe*’ whites und yolks with the 
sauce; turn into a pi utter and garnish 
with tlie rings. 


Canned Cucumbers. 

Put green cucumbers In salt water 
over night; put viuegur, nut loo strong, 
iu a granite kettle, with mixed spices; 
let corny to a boil; drop in the cu- 
cumbers; let them come to a boiling 
poinl ; fill glass jars that have beeu 
well heated, to a two-quart can. put In 
oue tablespooufut of granulated sugar; 
theu pour over them tho hot vluegar, 
and seal; these are us crisp and ten- 
der as wheu fresh nicked

ALDERMEN MEET 

Discuss Rounding ol Night Cap Corner and 
Day Oil For Firemen 


The session of the hoard of alder- 
men wur enlivened Monday evening 
by the nl tempt of Alderman Cox to 
prevent tho rounding or the cornet 
of River and Lexington streets, as 
planned by the City Engineer, on Hie 
ground that the proposed rounding 
would not relieve the present dan- 
gerous situation. Alderman Cox made 
his nttack on the pnssage of nn order 
for $750 to pny for land damages and 
street construction, regardless of the 
fact that the actual Bclzure of the 
land and the lay out of the new lines 
had been done at n previous meeting. 
The situation was explained by Al- 
derman Williamson and by the City 
Engineer, charter objections were 
suggested, the President very proper- 
ly ruled that the hoard could not re- 
consider Us action of the previous 
meeting In seizing the land, the dif- 
ference between roeonsidernUon and 
recommitment was explained, and 
then the order was sent hack to the 
Public Works committee. 

There was another mix up over nn 
order Introduced by Aldermnn Heard 
that the Finance committee report 
what effect tho acceptance of the leg- 
islative act giving firemen one dny ofT 
In five, would have on the finances of 
the city, and the opinion of the com- 
mittee on the advisability of such ac- 
ceptance. The lust clnuse brought 
out a protest from Alderman Murphy 
who thought It presumptions for the 
aldermen to ndvise tho eitizeiiB. In 
his opinion If the voters accepted tlie 
act they would show their willingness 
lo pay the bill. Alderman Blakemore 
thought tho aldermen were in a bet- 
ter position to know the results such i 
acceptance would entail and that it I 
was a part of the duly of the hoard to I 
give citizens such information. Mr.' 
Murphy’s amendment was defeated 7 
to 9, and the order adopted with but 
throe votes against it, cast by Alder- 
men Cox, Moore and Murphy. 

All the aldermen were present save 
Aldermun Hatch and President Gray 
was in the chair. 

Mr. E. A. Cutler opposed pole loca- 
tions in Knowles and Ripley street by 
the Edison Co. saying that Knowles 
street was narrow and there would 
be no serious objection to poles in the 
rear on private lands. He presented 
a long protest signed by the ahuttors 
on the street. 

No one appeared on the hearings 
lor widening Washington street nt 
Wales street and on the rounding of 
the corner of Hammond street and 
Middlesex road. 

On recommendation of the Mayor, 
orders wore passed providing for the 
city primary on Nov. 19 and the City 
election on Dec. 10. The mayor also 
recommended $3000 additional for 
sidewalks and $4500 for collection of 
ashes, the acceptance of Chapter 210 
Acts 1908 lo apportion sidewalk as- 
sessments, and a small transfer in the 
Fire Dept. Mrs, Laura 13. Drake, 
chairman of the Education Commit- 
tee of the Newton Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs presented a long pro- 
test relative to street car accommo- 
dations for high school children. 
Mrs. Drake stated that there were 295 
children using the cars, of which 
three were provided in the morning 
and hut one in the afternoon. The 
lowest number recorded during the 
week reported was 54, the highest 81 
and that with box cars the children 
were "«ry much crowded. The cars 
wer a iso reported as being usually 
lat-o. 

Petitions were received from Mrs. 
Huggard for transfer of intelligence 
office license to 2S7 Treinont street, 
from D. F. Warren for permit to 
transport intoxicating llquorB, from 
the Telephone Co. for attachments on 
Wolcott street and for confirmation 
of underground conduits, from the 
Gas Light Co. to dig up certain 
streets, from Emma F. Sibley for 
abatement of sewer assessment 
Blithedale road, from Ward ot al for 
postponement of sewer assessment on 
Ward street and Grant avenue from 


the Edison Co. for attachments on Ev- 
erett n ml Ripley streets, from Mrs. J. 
J. Cronin for common victualler li- 
cense, and from F. A. Schlrmer for 
acceptance of Monadtiock roarl. The 
school committee sent in a request 
lor appointment of a board of trus- 
tees for vocational education In New- 
ton, and the Republican and Demo- 
cratic city committees gave notice of 
their intention to participate In the 
city primary on Nov. 19. 

On recommendation of committees, 
concrete sidewalks, under the bet- 
terment act were ordered on both 
sides of Bourne street, hearings as- 
signed on Nov. 4 for rounding corner 
of Newtonville avenue and Harvard 
street, for the laying out of Deimoro 
road and for the laying out of Exe- 
ter street extension, a sewer was or- 
dered in Morton street, Waller 1. Mul- 
doon given permission to enter Lang- 
ley road sewer at a special grade, 
the Upper Falls Boys' Club were given 
permission lo use the old voting booth 
on E'cttcc street, Pearl street wus 
widened at nn expense of $5700, small 
transfers made in School and Water 
appropriations, $3000 added to Side- 
walk appropriation and $2000 added 
to l lie Collection of Ashes, a grant of 
$5394.72 made for certain city ex- 
penses, leave to withdraw given oil 
petition for sewei^ in Pontiac street, 
Carlton road, Waban avenue and 
Mossfield road, the Telephone Co. was 
given attnebmonis on Langley roaQ, 
Hillside avenue, West street, Chapel 
street, Fayette street, tlie Edison Co. 
wus granted attachments on Grove 
street and Highland street and poles 
on Mt. Vernon street. Pasquale Um- 
brella wus given permit to move 
building on Pine street, Irving C. 
Paul and Stanley F. Barton were ap- 
pointed weighers of coal, Austin Dun- 
lop given a common victualler license, 
Fred R. Hayward, Centre street and 
R. .Nr. Clark, Homer street, given 
permits to keep gasolene, Allan D. 
Craig given permit to locate a steam 
engine on Adams street and Manual 
M. Enos a similar permit for Cali- 
fornia street leave to withdraw was 
given the Edison Co. on matter of 
pole locations Lake av’enue and Low- 
ell avenue and Prescott street and 
the request of the School committee 
for certalu credits was refused. 

Alderman Heard introduced a 
change in the rules relative to the in- 
troduction of orders, and the matter 
of printing the tax list of the city was 
referred to the Finance committee. 

Alderman Blakemore then presented 
orders accepting the resignations of 
the board of trustees of tho Newton 
Independent Industrial School, and 
appoint the members of the school 
committee a board of trustees of Vo- 
cational education. He said that at 
the suggestion of the Finance com- 
mittee the matter of requesting state 
aid for the Technical High school had 
been considered. At first the School 
committee had been hostile to the 
idea hut had later changed their 
minds uud Dr. Spaulding had worked 
out a plan which was acceptable to 
the state. This involves the creation 
of a trade school at the Technical 
High to which will be transferred the 
work now being done at the inde- 
pendent Industrial school, the exira 
technical course at the Technical High 
Bchool, with the dressmaking and 
cooking classes for the girls. Finan- 
cially this will result in the payment 
of from $12,000 to $15,000 to the city 
by the state, the first payment coming 
next spring. The law requires this 
school to be managed by a local board 
of trustees and it hud been deemed 
best to keep tlie edueationable matters 
in one board and Messrs. Frank A. 
Day, Benjamin S. Palmer, Matt 13. 
Jones, Fred 11. Tucker, William J. 
Doherty. S. E. Howard and Hon. H. E. 
Bothfeid, the present trustees, had 
sent in their resignations. 

The orders were t lion adopted and 
on motion of Alderman Blakemore 
tho retiring trustees were tendered a 
vote of thanks. 

The hoard adjourned at 9.22.

EDITORIAL 


Republicans and former Republi- 
cans of Newton will have n serious 
duly to perform at the state election 
In voting for a candidate for state 
senator from this district. There is 
grave danger that the Democratic 
nominee will be elected if Newton 
voles are cast for the so-called Pro- 
gressive candidate, Mr. Mellen of 
Newton Highlands. There Is abso- 
lutely no possibility of the election 
of Mr. Mellen, and every vote for 
him Ib a half vote for his Democratic 
opponent. Look the facts in the 
face for a moment. The normal 
Republican vote in the district is 
about 7.000, the normal Democratic 
vote is about 5,500 and the bulk of 
Ihe Republican majority Is cast right 
here In Newton. While no one ac- 
tually knows the strength of the 
so called Progressive party in the 
district, an Idea can be formed from 
Abe Roosevelt vole last spring, which 
was 2790 as compared with 3746 for 
President Taft. Even the most, en- 
thusiastic bo called Progressive will 
Admit that Mr. Mellen will receive 
hut few Taft votes for senator, and 
thus, leaving the Republican strength 
at the Taft vote of 3790 will give 
Mr. Mellen less than 2,600 Republican 
votes and every practical politician 
-will tell you that few Democratic 
votes will stray away from the fold 
this fall. It 1 b evident therefor, that 
Mr. Mellen’s candidacy will have but 
one efTect, the defeat of the Repub- 
lican candidate. Mr. Hilton, whose 
candidacy, by the way, has been 
endorsed by the better portion of the 
Progressive element.

With this view- of 
the mntler. 1 would like the new vot- 
ers to study the work of the Taft ad- 
ministration. which 1 shall publish be- 
fore election, and understand what 
has actually been accomplished by the 
President and the Republican party.

On Thursday morning, Oct. 17, a 
large number of club women made a j 
pilgrimage to Concord for the autumn | 
Conference of Presidents of the fed- 
erated women’s club df Massachusetts. . 
After a graceful welcome to Concord' 
by the president of the Concord Wo- , 
man’s Club, Mrs. Frederic C. Du- 
maine, Mrs. Henry C. Mulligan, the 
Federation president, acknowledged 
the club’s courtesy and presided over 
the sessions of the day. The first 
part of the morning was given up 
to reports of two meetings of Inter- 
est and importance to the club wo- 
men, the International Congress of 
Hygiene and Demography recently 
held at Washington and the National 
Conservation Congress In Indianapo- 
lis. The former was given by Mrs. 
Lilias Folger, chairman of the Public 
Health department, who went as the 
Federation’s representative and the 
latter by Mrs. Emmons Crocker, who 
1 b chairman of Conservation in the 
General Federation and General Fed- 
eration Secretary for Massachusetts. 
Both reports were well given and con- 
tained much of vital importance. 

The rest of the morning was -given 
to a discussion of questions relative 
to club efficiency. The Federation 
president urged retiring club presi- 
dents to be sure to pass on literature 
relative to Federation matters to their 
successors. The responsibility of the 
clubs and their presidents toward the 
departments of work both in their 
own clubs and in the Federation was 
emphasized. The set of annual ques- 
tions, which often seems a bugbear, 
was called to the delegates’ attention 
and they were urged to see that their 
own clubs send in the answers and 
realize their value to the Federation 
workers, since it Is In this way alone 
that department chairmen are able to 
know exactly what the clubs are do- 
ing along the various lines. The 
presidents were reminded that it is 
not possible nor is it expected that 
every club will be able to undertake 
work along every line, but they were 
urged to look about their communi- 
ties and see what Is needed and to at- 
tempt something and above all to re- 
port what they do do. 

The desirability of limiting club 
membership was discussed. The large 
democratic club in the small town was 
commended as a Massachusetts Insti- 
tution by a club president who has 
recently moved to this state. While 
there was considerable difference of 
opinion as to the limited or unlimited 
membership, yet the consensus 
seemed to favor the limited member- 
ship. but at the same time with a 
limit large enough to take in practi- 
cally all the women who wish to join, 
— “a limit with a sliding scale.” as 
one woman put It. 

The question was asked. Shall the 
club confine its philanthropies to its 
income? The testimony of those 
present Indicated that the work done 
by a large majority of the clubs could 
not possibly be done without money 
raised beyond the membership fee. 

A message of love was sent to Miss 
L. S .W. Perkins, an honorary mem- 
ber of the civil service reform com- 
mittee, who has been closely associ- 
ated with this work and its Inspira- 
tion from the beginning. At the af- 
ternon session a note was received 
from her in return In which she said. 
"It is through actual life we get our 
spiritual! experiences.”
